In view pf the fact that hogs are 
non-sweating animals they suffer 
greatly from the heat daring the 
•unimer months unless given some 
prolei'tion in the form of shade or 
water for wallowing purposes, ac- 
cording t» animal husbandry n.« n 
Concrete wallowing tanks art satis- 
factory for keeping the animals cool 
but where it is impossible to have 
these shade has been found to be 
the most practical form of rrli. f 

If there are no trees in the pa> 
ture field to afford Ihe necessary re- 
lief from the heat of the sun a good 
belter may be n. intruded by net- 
ting some short posts kj the ground 
I'oviruig enough *|<ace so that all the 
hogs can get under without crowd- 
ing.
